Diego Delgado, man without a country

Dr. Diego Delgado, his wife and two children, will be forced to return to Mexico in 15 days, unless 
student, faculty, and administration pressure can convince immigration officials to reconsider the Social 
Work professors case and grant him a stay for the duration for this semester. 

Delgado and his family were only notified of the impending deportation a week ago when George 
Patterson of the Immigration and Naturalization Service passed on to him the action which had been taken 
in his efforts to maintain a permanent visa. 

In what was less than a flowery dissertation he was notified that he would be required to depart from the 
United States at his own expense on or before March 30, 1972.

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Upon hearing of the deportation students and faculty in all areas of the college came together to pass a 
resolution, asking the administration to intercede in the affair and strive to obtain the status of Permanent

Service has notified the 
DELGADO FAMILY ‘“‘to depart 
from the United States at your 
own expense on or before March 
30, 1972,” and, 

WHEREAS, this action if not 
corrected, will cause serious 
hardship to the DELGADO 
FAMILY, the Sacramento State 
College, the Academic 
community, the Student Body, 
the students in his classes and 
the many activities in which 
Professor Delgado is involved; 
now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That we the 
undersigned U.S. Citizens and 
members of the Sacramento 
State College Community 
hereby petition the 
Administration of Sacramento 
State College and the US. 
Department of Justice, 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Sacramento, California 
in behalf of DIEGO W. 
DELGADO AND FAMILY for 
the following actions 

1. A commitment from the 
Administration of the 
Sacramento State College to, 
within seven (7) days from this 
date, and in writing, obtain the 
status of Permanent Resident for 
Professor Delgado; 

2. The immediate action from 
the Administration of 
Sacramento State College 
requesting a stay of execution of 
the deportation order effective 
March 30, 1972, of at least 90 
days. 

3. That the U.S. Department of 
Justice, Immigration and 
Naturalization Service review 
their decision on the basis of the 
undue hardship this action will 
impose to the Delgado Family

The ASSSC Student Senate has 
initiated impeachment 
proceedings against student 
president Mike Hackard and 
vice-president Bill Schneider. 

Charges against the two, filed 
by Ellis Conklin, Rick Gonzales 
and William Nash, were filed this 
week ciaiming that Hackard and 
Schneider had attempted to 
usurp powers delegated to other 
branches of student government, 
evidenced flagrant disregard for 
ASSSC statutes and college 
policies; and failed to perform 
duties necessary for the proper 
functioning of their offices. 

Two impeachment hearings 
have been scheduled. Hackard’s 
will be on Monday, March 20 
from 9-11 a.m. in the Ribera 
Room. Schneider’s will be the 
following Friday, March 24 from 
24 p.m. in the Ribera Room. 

In response to the charges, 
Hackard said, “I don’t believe 
they’re true. It’s their political 
orientation which is bringing this 
about; that and the controversy 


over the Hornet caused its 
initiation.” 

Hackard reserved his other 
comments to attack the three 


senators who filed the charges. 
Gonzales, he said, did not even 
know who Mike Hackard was 
until November. Conklin, he 
thought, was considering 
running for president next year. 

Nash, Hackard accused, was 
responding to his having been 
fired from his work-study job 
for the ASSSC earlier this year. 
Hackard said he dismissed Nash 
fog not doing the work assigned 
to him. 

Neither Schneider, nor any of 
the three senators impuned by 
Hackard were available for 
comment 

Hackard added that he would 
like all interested persons to 
attend his hearing.

A sometimes overused word—relating, is the topic of this week's 
discussion. The problem—and it is a problem of relating, rests with 
the state of affairs in athletics. 

In light of this however, | must digress and say to you the reader 
that “relating” is also sensitivity. Breaking the whole jam down 
further, athletes must relate to their coaches, as well and more 
importantly, the coaches must relate to the athletes. 

Perhaps it ain’t cool to say that it’s more important for the coach 
to do the trip more so than the athlete. However, incidents past and 
present added to the fact that the position the coach places himself 
in, demands that he functions accordingly. Perhaps on that issue 
some of you don’t know where I’m comin’ from, but that’s alright, 
just keep readin’--conclude your own way... 


From the get go, a coach does his recruitment thing, bringing in 
athletes from all walks of life. Thusiy, the stage has been set for that 
very same coach to reach his athletes as individuals. In my opinion, 
there has been a tremendous failure on the coach’s part to reach and 
treat his athlete as an individual—as a person. The majority of the 
time a baseball, basketball, track or football coach is looking 
primarily for an “athlete”, which is cool. But on the other hand by 
limiting himself to picking just an athlete he fails to establish a 
necessary and more meaningful rapport with the individual. 

Countless times, high school students have been recruited to 
participate in a college athletic program and countless times those 
same students have met with dissatisfaction at the entire program at 
the respective college. You see, what goes down a lot of the time is 
that coaches attempt to flower their “for real thing” and give a 
prospective athlete a surface gaze at the institution. A young student 
gets his mind blown by the whole trip and the recruitment thing has 
become a success. 

Once the student is thrust headlong into the program he becomes 
“college scholarship” or just plain college property. He is in effect 
under contract to perform to “the best of his abilities.” In 
retrospect, to blow a lot of jib about the “facilities’’, the program 
and what have you, one can easily get his mind wasted. Put yourself 
in the athlete’s shoes. First of all once we attach the label “athlete” 
to him, the fact that he is in school as a student becomes quite 
unrecognizable. In fact the academic rap is always saved for last, 
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Hornet track club evened their 
record at 1-1 last Saturday 
afternoon defeating the Fresno 
State Bulldogs 93%-69%.

which by that time, it doesn’t really mean a whole heck of a lot. Dig 
it...‘We would really like to have you as a member of our team. We 
think you'd be a valuable asset to our program.” To those who 
aren't hip to the latter remarks, some athletes here at SSC and I’m 
sure elsewhere, will note that the line is one typical of a standard 
coach-to-athlete rap. It gets over though along with the sight-seeing 
tour. 

I guess everybody’s got to have his pitch and the whole recruitment 
process represents just that-a good sales pitch. So, the best 
“salesman” wins. If the product is good then the athletes buy. It all 
looks good and it sounds good...most of the time it’s a worthwhile 
thing—it has to be-most athletes have no other choice, but to go 
that route. It’s their only ticket to an education (remember 
education). 

Grades are a relatively minor obstacle in the recruiting game. 
Nowdays there are numerous ways to get a guy into college to play 
on the team despite his academic disparity. The hard part about the 
task of recruitment is the approach—the angle or the tact a coach 
must use to “win his prize.” During this time is perhaps the only 
time the guy is individually approached, because each person 
recruited, as stated earlier, comes from a different space of life. 
Everybody, although they get the same standard lines, for the most 
part, are individually and differently approached according to his 
background. For example if the kid’s parents stress a good education 
the coach can virtually assure the parents that a good education is 
what Gervis will get. If the parents are worried about Gervis’ social 
life, the coach can also assure them that the kid will be the life of 
the party. 

So far it sounds as if I’m downing the whole recruiting thing—I am, 
but for one reason...The purpose and idea of recruiting a student for 
the athletic program is being neglected. The whole purpose of it is to 
give a guy a chance to advance academically as well as athletically. 
Give him his individuality. Coaches all over the place impress me as 
the kind of people who really don’t give a damn about this. Once the 
kid is in, their worries are over—they have succeeded...That deep 
relationship, and that good talk have met with success. 

But what happens when the athlete is for some reason failing to live 
up to his expectations? No matter, there are plenty more where he 
came from and besides if the recruitment has really paid off they’re 
already on the team. So it’s tough and I suppose that’s the way it 
should be, but wow coach is Gervis such a hard name to remember?

A rehearsal is a strange world 
for the uninitiated to enter. At 
the same time forbidding and 
again natural and warm, it draws 
the novice of the theatre nearer 
and closer to the people who 
man the stage. 

An actress stands on the stage 
portraying great people and 
unknowns, with a grace, a sense 
of order that is many times 
thought to be born with her. 

But the rehearsal is the place 
that tempers the metal that 
forms that grace, that sense of 
order. 

“The Spoon River Anthology” 
and “Lost Victory,” one act 
plays, will be presented by 
members of the Theatre-Arts 
Department, this Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, March 16, 
17 and 18 at 8 p.m. in the 
Outdoor Theatre. 

Directed by David Phillips, a 
graduate of the University of 
San Francisco, “The Spoon 


oon River 


River Anthology” by Edgar Lee 
Masters, is the voices of the 
dead, buried in the cemetery of 
the good town of Spoon River 

They are the voices of pathos 
and humor, marriages of many 
decades and unrequited love. 
They talk of the illegitimacy of a 
great orator and the 
dissatisfaction of a poor, Jewish 
clothing store owner. They 
speak of the brave warriors of 
the American wars and the love 
of Ann Rutledge for Abraham 
Lincoln. 

The voices you hear are 
portrayed by four excellent 
actors: Nancy Silva, Christine 
Rimmer, Steve Schmidt and J. 
Everett Templin, all displaying a 
poise and honesty in character 
that shows how the people of 
Spoon River really lived and 
died. 

The ‘rehearsal is filled with 
small mistakes, and forgotten 
lines, problems with the proper 
placement of chairs, boxes, 
props that enhance each 





character. 

“Lost Victory,LL written by 
Howell North Baker and 
directed by Steven Lewis is the 
second of the One-Act plays. 

The play originally depicted a 
small family tragedy of the 
1930’s but the director has most 
ably reconstructed it and aged it. 
It is a timeless piece. 

The story revolves around a 
strange family of sisters. The 
oldest, Agatha Van Dorn, played 
by Joyce Vittori, runs the house 
with her two younger sisters, 
Cynthia, played by Dru Loomis, 
and Cordelia, played by Mary 
Kanagy. The houseservant is Sue 
Otten. To the house comes the 
daughter of the fourth sister, 
who has recently died. Paula, the 
daughter, is Liz Voulgarakis. 

The play, typical of the dramas 
of the 1930's, is short and 
haunting, with each character 
portrayed with depth and a 
sense of the times. 

The director, to make his 
wishes known to the perlormers, 
uses the device of the note

session. 

Congratulations are a part of it, 
but most of the notes keep the 
actors together by pointing out 
to each and every their 
mistakes: “The fur piece was 
upstaging the action while it was 
sitting on the chair. It’s gotta be 
moved.” 

“Jon was upstaging the scene 
by overplaying the fact he was 
folding his handkerchief.” 

“Nancy was clearing her throat 
during one of Steve’s sets.” 

The muffed lines were many 
but it was only the second time 
without the scripts. Things like 
that just can’t be helped. 

All that happened last 
Thursday. That was a rehearsal 
to smooth out technique. That 
was a rehearsal to remember 
cues for each set. That was a 
rehearsal to remember which 
seat to sit on. That was the 
working rehearsal. 

This is the week of the actual 
play. Tomorrow, Friday and 
Saturday you will see what hard 
work and the excellence of the 
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acting profession can produce. 

These nine people wili show 
you the meanings that the 
authors had v’anted to put into 
their plays. 

You are going to believe that 
each and every one is a borm 
actor. You'll wonder what 
special knack each of them has 
that allows them to portray their 
characters so effortlessly and 
naturally. 

The important thing to 
remember is each of these actors 
has spent considerable time in 
developing each character. The 
imagination, the creativeness is 
there. But most importantly, the 
hard work involved in making a 
performance true is there, and 
that is the significance that you 
must look for. 

I am only a novice of the 
theatre arts, but I expect above 
average performances to be 
entertained. I've already seen it 
in the rehearsals. 

The point is, you have to make 
your own judgments and | doubt

California Marijuana 








Contemporary 21st 


The California Marijuana 
Initiative is a state-wide effort to 
place an initiative on the 
November, 1972, ballot which 
would remove criminal penalties 
for adult personal use of 
marijuana. The proposed 
initiative reads as follows: 

SECTION 11530.2 

(1) No person in the State of 


California 18 years of age or 
older shall be punished 
criminally, or be denied any 


right or privilege, by reason of 
such person’s planting, 
cultivating, harvesting, drying, 
processing, otherwise preparing, 
transporting, or possessing 
marijuana for personal use, or by 
reason of that use. 

(2) This provision shall in no 
way be construed to repeal 
existing legislation, or limit the 
enactment of future legislation, 
prohibiting persons under the 


influence of marijuana from 
engaging in conduct _ that 
endangers others. 

The campaign is not an 


endorsement of marijuana, but a 
recognition that people should 
not be made criminals for using 
a drug which cannot be shown 
to be even as harmful as alcohol, 
nicotine and caffeine. 

It is no secret to a growing 
namber of Californians that the 
enforcement of the laws 
prohibiting marijuana use: 

1. anrually costs California 
taxpayers tens of milltors of 
dollars, 

2. diverts police, prosecution, 
court, and correctional resources 
from the battle against crimes of 
violence, coercion and deceit; 

3. needlessly makes criminals 
of tens of thousands of 
Californians, ruins their 
reputations, destroys their 
career prospects, disrupts their 
education, their jobs, and their 
familes, and exposes them to 
serious crime and drug abuse, 

4. promotes alienation and 
disrespect for the law among the 
young and a growing number of 
older people; 

5. undermines the credibility 
of legitimate drug information 


programs; 

6. results in highly 
discriminatory enforcement 
against racial and _ cultural 
minorities, the poor, and the 
young; 

7. seriously threatens personal 
freedom and the right to 
privacy.

C.M.I. is forming a panel of 
experts in the area of drugs and 
penology, and related fields, to 
debate these points publically 
anywhere in California with any 
opposing “expert,” enforcement 
official, or public figuze who 
cares to try to justify the 
inhuman and hypocritical 
treatment of marijuana users. 
They are also organizing 
endorsements by profession, 
trade, union, church, business, 
neighborhood, and college 
organizations. Presently C.M.1. 
has the endorsement of the San 
Francisco Barristers Club, the

But most important, C.M.I. is 
organizing in every county in 
California to deliver 500,000 
signatures by May Ist to place 
the initiative on the November 
ballot Needless to say, 
coordination of such a project 
within so short a period will 
require a good deal of money. 
But there is good reason to 
believe that once credibly begun, 
the organization will enjoy 
widespread economic support. A 
recent comprehensive 
nation-wide study commissioned 
by the National Commission on 
Marijuana and Drug Abuse, 
shows that 40% of the people 
between 18 and 25 years old 
have used marijuana and that 
52% believe that marijuana use 
should be handled by doctors 
and not police. This means 
literally millions of Californians

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McGovern: hoping for suecess second time 


Thanks to the news media, we 
know exactly what every 
presidential primary candidate 
says he or she will do if elected. 
This article is one of a series 
describing what each candidate 
has aiready done in his or her 
five, ten or 20 years in public 
office. Hopefully this 
information will help people 
make their choice on June 6.

The third time’s the charm, 
the saying goes—but George 
McGovern is hoping that two 
will be enough. 

The South Dakota Senator is 
in the midst of his second 
campaign for the presidency. 

McGovern, a Democrat, 
became a last-minute contender 
in the 1968 presidential race 
when Senator Robert Kennedy, 
whose campaign he had been 
supporting, was assassinated. 

His 1968 campaign was best 
characterized by an exchange 
between McGovern and a 
television representative: 

“Have you got a slogan?” the 
television man asked. 

McGovern laughed. “I haven’t 


got anything,” he _ replied 
beaming. 
Depending on public 


appearances and media exposure 
to carry his message, McGovern 
carried on the issues of Robert 
Kennedy —the need for a speedy 
end to the Vietnam war and 
increased attention to domestic 
probleins. He expressed support 
for Cesar Chavez and the United 
Farm Workers. 

Journalist Norman Mailer 
described McGovern at the 
Democratic National Convention 
in Chicago: 

“There was nobody nicer or 
cleaner than George McGovern 
in the city of Chicago. And he 
made all the points in his sweet 
troubled vibrant honest good 
guy Christian missionary 
voice....They loved him. He was 
not really a big enough man to 
think of him seriously as 
President...but McGovern had 
years to go before he would sing 
castrat.” 

He received 146 electoral 
votes compared to Eugene 
McCarthy's 601 and Hubert 
Humphrey’s 1,761. 

If McGovern does better this 


time, it will not be his first 
recovery from defeat. After 
Congressman McGovern’s 


unsuccessful first attempt at 
winning a Senate seat in 1960, 
President John Kennedy 
organized the Food-for-Peace 
program for which McGovern 
had vigorously lobbied, and 
named him director. 

Under his supervision, the 
groundwork of the program was 
laid; by the end of its first year, 
1961, about a dozen countries 
had been reached. 

A second Senatorial campaign 
proved more successful; in 1962 
McGovern, by campaigning on 
the Kennedy administration’s 
high farm _ price supports, 
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became the first Democratic 
Senator elected in 26 years from 
rural, Republican South Dakota. 


The new Senator wasted no 
time in taking a stand on the 
military; in his first year he 
proposed a  four-billion-dollar 
cut in national defense spending. 

McGovern was vocal in 
criticizing America’s ‘Castro 
fixation” and “our obsession 
with Communism” and 
continued to assert, especially as 
the Vietnam war continued, that 
making anti-Communism “the 
guiding principle of our policy in 
Asia” was harming the United 
States. 

McGovern did, with however 
many misgivings, support 
President Johnson's Gulf of 
Tonkin resolution in 1964. 

Among George McGovern’s 
activities in the Senate have 
been: 


Fervently opposing, in 
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1965, the extension of the 
Vietnam war to the north. 

~—Visiting refugee camps and 
military bases in South Vietnam, 
in 1965, and returning to the 
United States advocating a 
“negotiated peace.” 

~—Proposing, in 1966 with 
Senator Edward Kennedy, a 
commission to _ reassess US 
policy toward Communist China 
with the aim of improving 
relations. 

~Proposing, with ten other 
Senators, a commission to ease 
the conversion of the nation’s 
economy from the cold war to 
peacetime. 


~—Calling for removal of 
restrictions in the 
Food-for-Peace program that 


prevented giving or selling food 
to Communist nations. 


~Supporting various bills 


favorable to agriculture. 
~Supporting ratification of 
ban treaty, 


the nuclear test 





























Medicare, anti-poverty 
legislation, the Voting Rights 
Act, and increased federal 
minimum wages. 


Before his election to 
Congress in 1956, where he 
earned a reputation as a liberal 
supporter of high price supports 
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for farm products and teaera 
aid to small businesses and every 
level of education, McGovern 
was a professor of history and 
political science at Dakota 
Wesleyan University. He holds a 
doctorate from Northwestern 
University. 
He is 49 vears old. 


Kinks- a unique cult

As the lights dim, four of the 
Kinks amble onto the stage and 
over to their respective 
instruments as they have done 
countless times before.’ Ray 
Davies is the last Kink to appear, 
as he bounces up to the 
microphone with an enormous 
grin across his face, as if to 
communicate to each member of 
the audience on a one-to-one 
basis, .“‘Glad to be able to play 
my balls off for you.” 

The Kinks have a unique cult 
based on “You Really Got Me” 
and “Well-Respected Man.” The 
cult appreciates the value of the 
Kinks in light of longevity and 
musical distinctiveness. They 
come bearing heavy nostalgia 
vibes, worshipping before 
listening, and getting into the 


inimitable slinkiness of Ray 
Davies. 
Ray Davies is a one-man 


circus on stage. He is the barker, 
the fire-eater, the bearded lady, 
the popcorn vender, and the 
clown all in one. While speaking 
to the audience, he seems to be 


waiting for that abrupt 
interruption which he will 
mimic, never really being 


blatantly obvious about the fact 
that he is receptive to such 
hyperphysical sustenance. 

As the Kinks launch into their 
opening number; Ray Davies 
becomes possessed. He moves in 
his usual unusual awkward 
fashion that in itself represents 
his own peculiar grace. Davies’ 
performance during the course 
of the set is simply outrageous. 
Splashing both the stage and the 
first few rows with the contents 
of a freshly-opened can of

Olympia held in kis nght hand, 
high above his head, Ray paid 
tribute to the ‘Ole Demon 
Alcohol.’ Yet, another time 
when some member of the 
crowd called out for “Big Black 
Smoke’, Davies stopped the 
music and sang a couple of 
verses of the song. Meanwhile, 
the rest of the Kinks waited 
patiently for Ray to finish his 
side-trip and get back to the set. 
It was obvious that they well 
knew the unpredictable nature 
of their cohort. And when after 
the encore of “Victoria” and the 
crowd refused to leave, Davies 
returned and said, “I'd sing all 
night for you...” And you 
know’ he really means it as he 
titillates the audience with his 
off-key rendition of “You Are 
My Sunshine.” 

The Kinks have been together 
for a long time. It is shown 
through the distinctive music 
they dig making. 


in a way I’m sorta glad that 
the Kinks aren’t the darlings of 
the rock set, the underground 
pin-ups of the month. Obscurity 
goes well with them and besides, 
super-stardom has been the 
downfall of so many good 
groups. The Kinks and their fans 
belong to s super-secular group, 
which like that secret isolated 
mountain stream you've 
discovered while packing into 
the Sierra last summer, is 
always better when you're the 
only one who knows about it. 

Ray Davies is a genius. He’s a 
madman but a gentle, ironic, 
soft-spoken, Suggestive, 
weil-bred, sarcastic, witty, 
nostalgic genius at the very least.

The 
scrapbook contained not only 
exciting pictures of fifty million 
parties, which all looked the 
same, but photos of each year's 
Sweethearts and Queens, and 
other so-honored Little Sisters. 

As I chatted with the Brothers 
of the fraternity, several began 
to develop definite 
characteristics and personalities. 
Very different, yet joined by 
some unity or bond - which 
typifies the whole experience in 
a way. 

No one really seemed to fit in 
And that was what the place was 
all about. Individuals together, 
growing with each other. With a 
common choice of setting: 
booze, broads and music 

And cards. We were given our 
furnished $50 worth of chips, 
and the card tables opened up.

questions | had in my sniad, and 
they in turn desired to ask a few 
of me. That’s cool. 

1 was told some of the benefits 
of belonging to their group, the 
establishing of life-long friends 
and the chance for new 
experiences, and I was told that 
| had been selected as a 
candidate for pledging and 
initiation into their fraternity -- 
if I elected to join. I wouldn’t 
even have to cut my hair. 

The cost of membership was 
mentioned, a staggering sum, 
which supposedly went towards 
the efficient maintainance of the 
frat parties: supplying booze, 
broads and music. I reacted to 
this low-keyed pressure session 
with undule calmness. I 
explained how I could not make 
a decision until | had shopped 
around some, sampled some 
Other brotherhoods, just like 
buying a car. 

When I stood my ground on 
this point, the brothers thanked 
me - I thanked them, and we 
returned to the still live, 
although dewindling party. My 
friend, who had gone into hiding 
when he saw me apprehended 
downstairs, reappeared and 
echoed my suggestion that it was 
time to head for home. We said 
good-night and left almost 
unnoticed. They were still good 
for a few more hours anyway 
On the way back home, there 
were many thoughts buzzing 
through our heads. I had to 
admit that my feelings were very 
different now than from the 
moment I had first stepped in 
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the door. My stereotyped 
characterization of a fraternity, 
and what it is, were drastically 
and totally changed.
